WasuHiIncton, May 2.—A special meeting of 
the cabinet was beld to consider the civil ser- 
vice regulations now awaiting the president's 
All the members were present ex- 
cept the atuorney general. The session lasted 
about twoanda half hours. The regulations, 
as presented by the civil service commission, 
were agreed upon withoutsubstantial change, 
although it was deewed advisable to change 
the phraseology in some ceases, The 2om- 
mission had a conference with, the presi- 


action. 


dent before ' the cabinet met. The 
president will approve the regulations 
as soon as they shall have been 


altered to meet the above indicated views of 
the cabinet. 

The commissioners Lavealways, in speak- 
ing of the nomination, accepted the respon- 
sibility collectiveiy, and none of them pas 
been morg loyal to the body orless apologetic 
than Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, the president. 
“Outof meeting’ the commissioners cannot 
avoid talking, and it was perhaps uninten- 
tionally that the information has leaked out 


that Mr. Eaton is really accepting 
blame where he deserves _litile 
of it. If the reports are true, Mr. Eaton was 


not favorable to the appointment of Mr. 
Keim, who appears to have been nominated 
by Commissioner Thoman. upon the recom- 
mendation of Senator George H. Pendleton, 
who is said to have sent Mr. Thoman a very 
strong letter urging him to propose and vote 
for Mr. Keim. If reports do not misrepre- 
sent thestate of thingsin the commission, 
Mr. Thoman and Mr. Gregory voted for Keim 
and Mr. Eaton against him, The majority 
having approved the nomination, there was 
nothing for the minority to do but to accept 
the situation. On the other hand Judge 
Thoman said to-night that the above is not 
in accordance with the facts. The selection 


of chief examiner Was discuss- 
ed frequently and roughly 
by all the commissioners, and 


* 


when on the 7thof April, he (Thoman) started 
for Ohio, it was understood and agreed that 
one of the names, Keim‘sand another, should 
be sent to the president, Eaton and Gregory 
were to satisfy themselves, and the person 
whom they found to be, upon the whole, the 
most satisfactory, was to have his (Judge 
dheman’s) approval. Upon his return to 
Washington, April 16th, the name of Keim 
Was unanimously agreed upon by the com- 
mission, and sent to the president. Judge 
Thoman says that Pendleton never wrote a 
letter to him, or the commiussioner to heim, 
that he (Pendleton) neither directly or indi- 
rectly suggested Keim’s fitness for the place, 
and thatall statements that Keim was ap- 
~ointed at the request of Pendleton, or upon 
his (Thoman’s) solicitation, are absolutely 
false. 

T'bere was one question in connection with 
the rules which the cabinet found it difficult 
to decide, and which in fact, is suil undeter- 

‘mined. The custom which is now observed 
in making appointments in several of the ex- 
ecutive departments, and which in the treas- 
ury has the force of law, is to distribute them 
among the states and territories upon the 
busis of population. Itis questioned whether 
astrict adberence to this. rale would not in 
many cases hamper the administration of the 
civil service, and a mujority of the members 
of the cabin: +t incline to the view that the 
appointme: under the new civil service 
rules should be made strictly upon merit, as 
determined by competitive examinations, re- 
yardless of the residence of the successful can- 
didate. A decision, however, hasnot yet been 
reached by the cabinet upon this point. Dor- 
man B. Eaton, of the civil service commis 

siou, said to an As:ociated press reporter 
this evening that one of the clauses of the 
new civil service law provides that appoint 

ments shall be distributed among the states 
and territories in proportion to the popula- 
tion, as far as practicable, but that as this 
clause comes with several others under the 
common head of provisions which are to be 
carried out only as far as a good administra- 
tion of the law will permit, he did not think 
it would prove a source of much difficulty. 
He had not been advised, he said, of the ac- 
tion of the cabinet in this regard, but the 


terms of the law he thought would be 
com plied with by making the 
appointments during a _ given period 


Ol a year or two years, approximate the quotas 
allowed to the siates and territories according 
to population. He said further that itshoul 
be borne in mind that the jaw has nothing to 
say With regard tothe proporuion in which 


the several states and territories 
are represented in the appointments 
already made, and that the present 


representation of the states and territories 
would not be taken into consideration in de- 
termining future appointments, as the law 
refers solely to appointments hereafter to be 
made; also that the provision of the law in 
question relates to the appointments, not to 
the examinations. Of course the examination 
would be made, he said, with a view [tu sup- 
plying the appointing power With proper 
material. 

Ata meeting of the executiye committee 
of the national board of health, held to-day, 
the refuge stations of the board at Norfolk, 
Va., Sapelo sound, Ga., and Ship island, 
Miss., were ordered tobe opened as soon as 
the necessary details can bearranged. An in- 
spection service in New Orleans and on the 
Mississippi river was also directed to be or- 
ganized for immediate work. 

The president has selected Boston, Atlanta 
and Chicago as the names for the three new 
steel cruisers of the navy. The new dispatch 
bout will be named either the ‘“Eagle’’ or the 
“Hiawatha.” 

Vice Admiral Rowan has asked to be re- 
lieved from his duties as superintendent of 
the naval observatory, and Commodore Siu- 
feldt will be appointed to succeed bim. Com- 


modore Shufeidt will be promoted to be 
rear admiral on the sixth inst. by ‘the 
retirement of Rear Admiral Calhoun. 


The president to-day appointed William J. 
Woods to be district judge of the seventh dis- 
trict of Indiana. vice Waiter Q Gresham, ap- 
pointed postmaster-general, Judge Woods is 
now on the state supreme bench of Indiana.

trial before Judge O'Brien at Green street 
courthouse this morning. They created a 
sensation in the court room by pleading guilty 
to the charge against them. Both were sen- 
tenced by Judge O’Brien to be hanged on the 


| 2d of June next. Before Caffrey had 
pleaded guilty he was informed by, 
his solicitors that the crown gaye no 
hopes of mitigation of the sentence of 


death which would be passed upon him. 
When DeLaney was called upon to piead, he 
said, ‘‘l am guilty of being in the park at 
the time Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Burke were killed, but I did not eommit the 
murder; I plead guilty.”” The judge ex- 
plained to him that this really amounted to 
a pleaof innovence. DeLaney then formally 
pleaded guilty. He said, ‘l was brought 
into this at first foolishly, not knowing what 
it was, I was forced from my work to go to 
the park—we had to obey orders of the 
‘society or take the consequences. When 
I got in the park I coula not gét away. 
[ saw the murders committed, but 
took no partin them. Iwentto the park on 
Kavanaugh’s car. He speaks the truth, so 
does Cary. The murders were committed by 
John KE. Brady and Timothy Kelly and by 
nobody else. I saved Judge Lawson’s life at 
the risk of my own. I was put on to shoot 
him by Muliett aod Brady. The only way to 
escape the task was by calling the guards’ at- 
tention.’ Judge O’Brien, in passing sen- 
tence on DeLaney, said he had a duty to per- 
form. He had, at the previous trial of the 
accessory for attempting to shoot Judge Law- 
son, pitied him because he showed some feel- 
ing for his wife and family. The prisoner 
would see to what misery they had been 
brought by a wicked system of conspiracy. 
When Caffrey was placed in the dock 
bhisface wore asmile. The consequence of 
pleading.guilty was again fully explained to 
him in open court, but he persisted in his 
plea, On being asked whether he had any- 
thing to say why sentence shouid not be pass- 
ed upon him, Caffrey.replied in a lond, clear 
voice: ‘‘All I have got to say, standing on the 
brink of the grave, 1s, that I did not know 
what was going to happen twenty minutes be- 
fore the murder wascommitted Iwas bound 
to go to the park under pain of death.’’ The 
judge, in passing sentence, said there were no 
means of judging the truth of the prisoner’s 
statement. He did not decide that it was 
necessarily wholly untrue.

ON THE CONTINENT. 


France Bellevee in the Good Faith of Italy—figne of 
Biscoutent In Germany. 


Pants, May 2.—Challermel Lacour, minister 
of foreign affairs, in his remarks in the senate 
last night, in answer to the question of the 
duc de Broglie as to the government's posi- 
tion in regard to the triple alliance, said hé 
believed in the sincerity of the declarations 
of Signor Mancini, Italian foreign minister, 
and Herr Tussi, Hungarian premier, that no 
idea of aggression against France was enter- 
tained. He believed that the alliance 
would not in any way change the relations 
with the powers. France, he said, must be 
prudent, fora vanquished country which is 
regaining its strepgth and which is con 
demmned to maintain a large defensive force, 
nust not be surprised to find itself exposed 
to jealousiesand distrust. 

Beruin, May 2.—In the reichs‘ag to-day 
Herr Richter introduced -a motion declaring 
against the execution of private orders in the 
military workshops. Prince Bismarck pro- 
tested. in the name of the emperor, against 
the a:suumption that the army can be required 
even to receive a direct recommendation 
from the reichstag. 

Admiral Berger, second commander in rank 
of the German navy, has resigned. His resig- 
nation is due to the fact that an army officer 
has been placed at the head of the navy. 

MARSEILLES, May 2.--Ex-Empress Eugenie, 
has renounced her claims to the Chateau 
presen'ed by municipality of Marseilles, to 
the Emperor Napoleon. The municipality 
will pay the cost of the suit. 

Maprip, May 2.—It is rumored that a min- 
isterial crisis may be shortly expected. There 
is much discontent because the government 
has failed to fulfill its promises, and itis con- 
sidered likely that Senator Herrera, president 
of the chamber of deputies will be called up- 
on to form anew cabinet consisting chiefly 
of monarchical democrats and members of 
the dynastic left.

From there we went to the St, Clair, 
and Mrs. Thompson siept with me that night. 
We breakfasted next morning about9 o'clock, 
and immediately went out shopping, as Mrs. 
Thompson wanted to purchase sume ariicies 
for her daughter. 
MEETING THE GAY DECEIVER. 
As we came out to take the Sixth and Bay- 
miller street car, which would take us t» the 
St. Clair hotel door, we met Walter H. Davi-, 
satchel in hand. The greeting was cordial as 
we had known each other from childhood. 
He asked where we were stopping. I replied, 
‘Moilie is with me at the St. Clair.’ Then i 
asked where he was stopping.

THE SEETHING FLOODS, 
Special to The Constitution. 

SNAPPING SHOALS, May 2.—The waters on 
the river heve were higher April 24 than ever 
before, and did much damage. The bridge at 
this place and at Island Shoals, the two finest 
bridges between Atlanta and Maeon, on South 
river, are both swept away, and already 
bands are at work to rebuild them, which wiil 
be done immediately and _ substantiaily. 
Snapping Shoals village is cut into two places 
now, without other than batteau communi-

JOE BOSWORTH'S DANGER, 
A serious affair occurred here on Tuesday. 


Some crossing had begun already as 
the river was beginning to fall, and 


Josiah Bosworth, who owns the mills here, 
desired to get the millright and miller across 
from the Henry to the Newton side of the 
river in order to get help to preserve the ma 
chine shop and secure some timbers from 
washing away. ‘Taking a boat he went over 
safely enough. After resting he took Mr. 
Cole, the miller,who is a very Jarge man, into 
the boat and started to return. About middle 
way, just in the current, the batteau cap- 
sized and both men went under. The boat 
came up at once on its wrong side, floating 
down the current. Then Bosworth 
came up but Mr. Cole did 
not come up promptly and people on each 
bank bégan to scream and rush down the riy- 
er following the boat and the one man in the 
current. Aiter a painful suspense, Cole came 
up, haying been under the boat. He was so 
near exhausted he could not: batt!e with the 
rushing currentand only for the fact that the 
boat was also floating down near enough for 
him tocatchit he would never have came 
out alive. Bosworth managed to steer the 
boat before him and catching to it, boat and 
both men went down the current with fear- 
ful’ rapidity. The batteau struck a 
raft after a while and. Cole, 
being on the front end of the boat, which 
was bottom up, he shot np on the raft, and 
Bosworth and the boat went under. There 
was another painful suspense, until finally 
the boat came up alone, and then all had the 
worst fears. Then, as if he was coming up 
from a watery grave, Bosworth came to the 
suriace of the rushing stream, apparently 
floating, but soon showed signs of life by 


catching his hat that was  float- 
ing near him and pulling it on _ his 


head with both hands, and then floated on 
down as carelessly as if he had been a chunk. 
The crowd veiled when he caught and pulled 
on his hat us it gave them assurances that he 
knew what he was doing. He finally went 
over the shoals into waters that he could 
avail something by battling with, but it was 
plainly seen he was too weak to come to 
shore, especially with his shoes and pants on 
Just at this mo- 
ment a boat came skimming downthe tiver 
over the shoals in the strong hands of a Mr. 
Veronee, the blacksmith who is employed by 


Mr. Bosworth, and soon the boat 
Was over the shoals too and 
almostin reach of Boseworth. Then the 


crowd on beth sides yelled, and Veronee’s 
voice was heard, saying to Bosworth, “be 
quiet, I am here’ and when he picked Bose- 
worth up and held to him to’ let him get his 
breath, the crowd made the air ring. After 
getting the man in the boat he managed to 
get the boat to shore in a-tield quite two miles 
below here. Mr. Cole was taken out in the 
afternoon by ann of ropes and said he 
barely escaped death by a scratch. 


THES DEATH SENTENCE, 


Wimbish and Baily Receive Their Death Sentence. 
Remarks by Judge Simmens. 
From the Macon, Ga.. Graphic. 

As intimated in the Graphic of Saturday, 
the two negroes, John Bailey and Henry 
Wimbish, were sentenced to be hung public- 
ly, on the first day of June, 1885. When the 
cupente had been brought before the bar, 
Judge Simmons said: 

“John and Henry, you have been con- 
victed of the crimes of murder, and it be- 
comes my painful duty to pass the sentence 
of the law upon you. You bave had your 
cases in the supreme court, and the judgment 
of this court has been affirmed.” : 

At this point John Bailey asked the court, 
“It a witness was to get up against. apy one, 
and it was a false witness, and it was known 
by the person, would he be allowed to object 
to him at the time.”’ 

To this the court replied that he would. 

Baily then said: ‘‘Well, that I didn’t 
know. Of course I have never been before 
the court before. I have been right here in 
Macon ever.since emancipation, and you can 
search the books of the council and this 
court. I have worked for reliable men in 
this city and have never been charged with 
any crime before, and! am convicted under 
false witnesses. I knowed at the time, but 
didn’t know that I was allowed to speak at 
the time.’’ The court told the defendant 
that he had the right to make his statement 
to the jury, and had done so. 

Wimbish said: “My desire is to have 
prayer, and I would like that the day the exe- 
cution is to talk.”’ 

He was told by the court that, no doubt, 
the sheriff would permit him to do so. 

Judge Simmons then continued: “It is a 
very painful! duty, John and Henry, and I am 
at a loss to know what is best for the public 
as to how the sen:ence of the law should be 
executed -—- whether in private or in 
public. After consulting with a - great 
many people, I have decided that the 
execution be in public. leis true you may 
have borne a good character, John. You 
lived at my house twelve montns, and during 
that time ] never heard of any acts of violence 
by you. Yetaman’s character can be de- 
stroyed by one act like yours, The supreme 
court decided that you had avery bad case, 
according to the testimony. I thought, my- 
self, that the killing of that old man unjusti- 
fiable on your part, and you added murder to 
robbery.”’

Judge Simmons then proceedea to read the 
sentence, which waS in the usual form, and 
when the last words, ‘‘may God bave mercy 
on your souls,’ were uttered, Baily turned 
away scarcely able to control his feelings, 
while Wimbish turned off with a smile after 
bowing his thanks to the court. 


SHEPHERD DOGS. 


The srange and Attractive Traits of the Scotch 
Canines, 
From the Brunwick, Ga., Appeal. 
Our readers have dobtless since childhood, 


‘wonderful sagacity, (almost amounting to 
reason) but few of them, probably, are aware 
that these dogs have been introduced and are 
now being used in their favorite work of 
keeping sheep, within a hundred miles of this 
place. Mr. Walter T. McArthur, of Mont- 
gomery county who is probably one of the 
largest sheep owners in Georgia, has for sev- 
ral years had two of these dogs, which, dur- 
ing that period, have served ‘him well and 
faithfully in the care of his flocks, They are 
so very intelligent that atany time they can 
be trusted to either watch their charge or to 
drive them to or from pasture, no matter 
what may be the distance or nature of the 
way, acommand from their master being all 
that is neccessary to secure prompt obedience. 
The sheep composing Mr. McArthur’s flocks 
were purchased from several different persons 
and each particular lot naturally remain to- 
gether apa rather separated from the others, 
each of these bunches being designated by the 
name of the party fromwhora they were pur- 
chased. These dogs can, at any time, be sent 
farinto the woods for aspecified bunch, it only 
being necessary to give its name, thus: “‘The 
McCloud sheep,”’ or‘‘the Nash sheep,’”’ anda 
failure on their part to bring the proper lot, 
not one being missing, is reckoned among the 
phenomenal occurrences. As a matter of 
course, these dogs are of immense service to 
their owner, and the gentleman who gave us 
these factssays he doesn’t believe that $1,000 
each would buy them. So strong is the in- 
stinct in these dogs to watch and keep togeth- 
er all animals of a kind, that three puppies of 
the above mentioned dogs find their chief en- 
joymentin driving all the poultry of the 
yard into some clear space and keeping them 
for hours, regardless of the fact that not one 
particle of food can there be obtained by the 
imprisoned fowls. On this acconnt it is neces- 
sary to keep these enterprising pups shut up.

They 
have a farm attached to the asylum, from the 
product of which the institution is partially sup- 
ported. Theasylum is open to ali who stand in 
need of care and protection. Rey. James O’Brien, 
formerly pastor of the church of the Immaculate 
Conception in Atlanta, isin charge of the asylum, 
devoting his entire energy to the work. There is 
not one cent of remuneration paid toa single per- 
son connected therewith, the contributions going 
fully to the support of the orphans.

The Talbotton Standard has been studying the 
question of good butter,and Suggests that not a drop 
of water should ever touch the oily product of cow’s 
mibk—it ruins and acidifiesit almost immediately. 
Care should be taken in the proper handlirg of the 
milk orcream, that it bg¢ not brought in contact 
with, or subjected toany bad or unpleasant odors. 
Milk isa fapidand thorough absorber of any odors 
with which itcomes in contact. The milk or cream 
should be properly ‘‘turned,”’ the clabber being firm 
and not allowed to decompose by the 
action of the whey. After churning the 
butter should be handled with a wooden spoon, or 
paddle, and on the first working all the milk poasi- 
ble extracted, when one ounce of fine Virginia, or 
Ashton salt, never Liverpool unless it be very finely 
ground, should be added to each pound. This done, 
set aside inacool, clean, darkened place for 24 
hours;*then take down and re-work with the 
wooden spoon or paddle until every particle of 
liquid is extracted. Butter treated in this way will 
command in this market 25 cents per pound, an 
advance of five cents a pound over the common 
article.

an agreement, is not liable if there be a loss 
of the fund while in his possession, aud with- 
out faulton his part, before the investment 
is made. Especially is this true where the 
evidence shows that the failure to make the 
investment before the loss of the fund was 
caused by the fault of the guardian. 

2. Where an attorney at law collects mon- 
ev for bis client and deposits it in her bank, 
which is in good standing at the time, in bis 

ume as attorney, he having no deposit there, 
and exercising no control over the fund sub- 
sequently to making the depusit, and gives 
immediate notice, upon a failure of the 
bank fourteen days afterward, and a conse- 
uentioss of the money, she having failed to 
make any demand for it in the mean tlme:

Leases. Contracts, Damages. Negligence. 


Crawford, J.—1. A railroad company which 
has leased its road, cars and erigines, and al- 
lows the lessee company to Operate the same 
in the name of the lessor company, is liable 
to third persons or the public for the careless- 
ness and negligence oi the lessee company, in 
the absence of statutory provision to the 
cortrary. 49 Ga,, 355; Pierce Am. R. R, Law, 
244; Pierce Rwys, 283; 26 Vt., 721; 17 How., 
3Y; lL Simon, N.S , 00V; 13 a K., 506 ; iwi

2. A corporation has only the power con- 
ferred upon it by its charter. Its grants of 
powers and exemptions are always to be 
strictly construed, and its obligations are to 
be strictly performied, whether they may be 
due to the state or toindividuals. A railroxd 
corporation cannot, without special authorie- 
ty of statute, alienate itsfrancise or property 
acquired under the right of eminent domain 
or essential to the performance of ics duty to 
the public, whether by sale, mortgage or 
lease. 101 U.S,, 71;.17 Howard, 30; 21 Id, 
441; 4 Biss., 35; 10 id,, 448, 

3. The origipal obligation of a railroad 
company to the public cannot be discharged, 
except by legislative enactment comsenting to 
and autiorizing the lease, with an exemption 
grated to the lessor company from liability. 
Legislative consent to the lease is not alone 
suiticient. There must be a release from the 
obligations of the company to the public, 
Redtield’s Law of Raliways, 615; 20 IIL, 627. 

(a.) In this case the lease itself expressly 
provides for the continuance of the organiza- 
tion of the lessor company. One of the con 
ditions thereto is that it is to have its presi- 
dent, board of directors, secretary and treasu- 
rer. Its corporate powers are exercised and 
enjoyed uncer its original charter and the re- 
servations iu iis lease. It was sued in its cor- 
porate name, and in that name appeared and 
answered; it is recognized under the laws of 
the state in its corporate Capacity;e it 
pleads and is impleaded in none 
other; if transacts its business through its 
officers and agents as the Southwestern rail- 
road; it so dealt with the plaintiff in regard to 
the very ticket which he bought; and he was 
not required to look beyond the ticket which 
conveyed the information that this road was 
run as railroads generally are, by a chartered 
company. 

(b.’ This case differs from that in 66 Ga., 
558, which arose between a non-resident in- 
dividual lessee and a servant on account of 
an iujury done by a fellow servant. 

4. Where a motion for new trial was 
predicated on five grounds, and was granted 
on one alone, thereby overruling the other 
four, exception being taken to such grant of 
a new trial by the respondent in the motion, 
and no cross bill of exceptiums being filed by 
the movant, so as to secure from this court a 
direct decision in regard to the groundsgover- 
ruled, as provided by the act of 1880, we 
must deal with the judgment granting the 
new trial and consider it just as it was 
passed upon by the judge below. 

5. While the damages given by the jury in 
this case may be high under the evidence, 
they are not so excessive as to warrant the 
inference of partiality, prejudice or corrup- 
tion on the part ofthe jury or to require a 
reversal of the judgment below. Code 7 7

Wrongs are divided into crim- 
inal and civil, and the latter are subdivided 
into the two classes of wrongs, eX conractu 
and ex delicto, the former being such 
arise ovt of the violation of a _ private 
contract, tbe latter, commonly called 
torts, being such as spring from in- 
fractions of the great social obligation by 
which each member of the state is bound to 
do hurttono man. Ifa contract imposes a 
lega} duty upon a person, the neglect of that 
duty isa tort founded upon acontract.

Private duties may arise from statute 
or flow from relations created by contract 
express or implied, The violation of any 
such specific duty accompanied with damage 
givesaright of action, Code 7 2954, 

(b.) This is nota suit to enforce a contract.

They also alleged 
the fact# that show the wrong from which the 
luw will presume damage to flow, They aver 
no special damage in any form, and do not 


even give the terms of the contract specifi-

court did not, there’ ae, err in refusing anon 
suit, on the ground that the action was one 
ex-contractu with no actual damages shown, 

2. The evidence for the plaintiff in an ac- 
tion against a street railway company showed 
as follows;. Plaintiffand his wite entered a 


street car and presented to the -con- 
ductor tickets entitling them to ride to 
their point of destination. Plaintiff 


informed the conductor where he wished to 
go. Between the beginning and the end of 
the journey it was necessary for plaintiff to be 
transferred from one.car to another and he 
was transferred personally by the conductor 
of the first car, but wasgiven no transfer tick- 
et nor did he know that one was necessary. 
Subsequently the conductor of the second 
car cailed for a transfer ticket or another pay- 
ment of fare, andin default thereof ejected 
plaintiffand his wife requiring them t get 
off the carin the mud ashort distance from 
the street crossing and in the presenceofa 
number of people: 

Held, that the case was one authorizing ex- 
emplary damages ina suit against the com- 
pany. Code, 7 3066: 58 Ga., 216. 

(a). The court below committed no error in 
the rule of damages laid down in his charge, 
nor in everruling objections to the plaintitf's 
testimony that his feelings were hurt. The 
law was correctly laid down and there was 
no abuse ot discreiton in refusing 
to set aside the verdict and 
grant a new trial on the ground that the dam- 
ages fuund were excessive.

(b). The verdict, in addition to stated dam- 
ages, having found attorney’s fees without 
specifying the amount thereof, such portion 
of the verdict was illegal and without mean- 
ing.

Therefore, there was no error in over- 
ruling a demurrer to an action in the city 
court of Atlanta, which sought to charge a 
trust estate, on the ground that it wasan equi- 
table action.

Certain members of the vestry of a 
church,the title tothe propertyof which was in 
a trustee, caused gas fixtures to be placedin tue 
church building, but it was not shown that 
the trustee either personally or through his 
authorized agents ever ordered or received the 
goods, or that the congregation or parish 
did so, or that they were turnished for the use 
of the trust estate, which consisted entirely of 
the church lot. The very object of creating 
such a trust was to remove the property frum 
the power and control of the congregation 
and parish and place it elsewbere. The trust 
is perpetual, and the trustee is nota mere dry 
trustee.

2. Where general damages have been re 
covered for a personal tort, if they are so ex 


cessive as to lead the court to suspect 
bias or prejudice, he may grant a new 
trial. But the judge has no power 


to say that the verdict in such a case should 
not exceed a specified sum. In cases where 
the law reeognizes some fixed rules and prin- 
ciples in measuring the damages, whereby it 
may be known that there is errur in the ver- 
dict, asin actions On contracts or for torts 
done to property, the value of which may be 
ascertained by evidence, if there has been 
gross mistake, it is an easy matter to correct 
the verdict by directing a portion of the same 
to be written off. But when general damages 
are sought to be recovered for a personal torr, 


it ig impossible to apply such 
fixed rules and principles, and 
the amount of the finding must. be 
largely a question for the jury. In such 


cases, therefore, the judge should not require 


‘be plaintiff to write off a portion of the 
dumages recovered and thereupon 
refuse a new trial to the defend- 


ant. This has not been recognized as a proper 
practice either in the superior courts or in thie 
supreme court.

THE HEALTH OF ATLANTA. 

The death rate per 1,000 of white popula- 
tion for the week ending April 14th in At- 
lanta was only 12.1. This rate was not equal- 
ted in the othér cities of the country, the 
nearest approach being in Cleveland, where 
the rate was 12.7. The average rate was 23 
out of every 1,000 of white people. The 
death rate of blacks in the week in question, 
being the last for which we have full mortal- 
ity reports, was exceedingly low. 708 
per 1,000 was the rate in Atlanta, while the 
rate elsewhere ranged from 62 in Memphis to 
29in Richmond. The average rate among 
the blacks was nearly 39 per 1,000. 

These figures show that Atlanta was during 
the second week in April the healthiest city 
in the country; but this gratifying condition 
cannot be maintained unless there is very 
soon areform in the manner of expos- 
ing and selling meats and 
vegetables, in the removal of foul matter and 
the location of water closets, in the entire 
sewerage system, and in the general condition 
of both streets and private property. It is 
the opinion of close observers that the city 

“as never before so dirty in the first week of 
May. We have been banking on the salubri- 
ty of the air and elevation of the city; these 
things have kept off cholera and dangerous 
fevers; but the city is now so large that it is 
no longer safe to rely upon natural advan- 
tages. It is recklessness on Our part to disre- 
gard the plainest principles gf sanitary sci- 
ence; apd it wiil be a dark day for the set of 
city officials that permits an epidemic to find 
here the filth that it needs to give it strength 
and deadliness. Hot weather is now just 
ahead, and every lot and vault and street and 
alley in the city should be inspected, and 
made proof against the diseases that are the 
natura’ product of filth aud hot suns. 


RESHIPPING RATES. 

It is indeed strange that one railroad com- 
pany is able to change the course of the pro- 
duce tradein the south, by. givinga single 
city the right to reship southward at through 
rates prorated. Nashville is the city that is 
now selling the southeastern cities sup- 
plies, and the Louisville and Nashville is 
the railroadcompany that has brought this 
blessing upon her. The Louisville and Nuash- 
ville company owns every inch of railroad 
that enters Nashville; and the strangest part 
of this unnatural business relates to 
the non-interest of rival lines. Why is the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
silent while arival road, by granting Nash- 
ville reshipping rates, is getting all the ton- 
age of corn and bacon and similar supplies? 
Why is the Richmond and Danville company 
and its ally in this trade, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, silent? Neither of these companies, nor 
any other, can compete with the Louisville 


er me 


and Nashville as long as_ reship 
ping rates are granted to a town 
in Tennessee and denied to  oth- 
er distributive points in the south. If 


this state of things is to continue, of what 
benefit are competing lines? It will not do 
to make the little Camberland river, which is 
scarcely navigable in wet weather, the excuse 
for any such interference with the natural 
course oftrade. The Cincinnati Ssuthern 
and the Richmond and Danville care nothing 
about the Cumberiand river, and yet they 
permit Nashville to supply Georgia with 
bulky articles that would otherwise swell 
their own revenues. This is indeed strange. 
It is strange enough that one town in all this 


people of otber distributive points in the 
south have patiently endured this unjust and 
destructive discrimination. It is plain, how- 
ever, that the point has about been reached 
when this state of things will nolonger be en- 
dured without protest. Protests will come 
first, and let us hope that these will suffice to 
bring about an equitable adjustment of a 
matter thatis now something more than a 


grievance.

Prepare to see a battle- 


Popular Libraries all Over Paris 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The municipal council of Paris has succeeded in 
calling into existence almost at a stroke what we in 
London seem likely to be toiling all our lives to 
find—a plentiful supply of free publiclibraries. A 
special bureau was created in 1878 for this purpose, 
and its record of five years’ work has just been 
published. It appears that for once a policy of de- 
centralization was adopted, and asepaiate library 
committee formed in each arondissement under 


the general control of the bureau. The annual 
grant from the municipal council to each committee 
isonly £120, butin most cases this sum has been 
supplemented by private benefactions, both in 
money and in kind, The resultis that the number 
of books lent by the municipal libraries has risen 
during five years from 29,539 to 383,322. Of this lat- 
ter number only 220 books were lost in the past 
year, a very small proportion when it is remem ber- 
ed that the libraries are absolutely free to all comers 
—and in almost every Case restitution was made by 
the losers. More than half the books borrowed 
were novels; but itis noticed that mostof the 
readevs gradually passed from fiction to books of 
travel, and thence to history and science. 


Coed ucation Considered: 
From the Boston Advertiser. 

Coeducation is undef discussion at Tufts college, 
Massachusettts; McGill University, Montreal: Col- 
umbia, New York; the University of Pennsylvania, 
in Philadelphia; and the Columbian University, 
Washington, D. C. The president of Columbia, 
New York, is specially hearty, not so much in re 
commending coeducation, as in the belief that 
sooner or later all our colleges will be open to wo- 
men, as are the universities in italy, Switzerland, 
Scandinavia, and in ah less de- 
gree, England and Belgium. The 
question whether women can do college work has 
ceased to be a theoretical matter; so has the other 
question, whether young meu and womencan be 
taught in the same room and on the same princi- 
ples. Butit does not follow that every university 
and seminary is therefore obliged to invite women. 
Women, for instance, have no more right to admis- 
sion in Harvard, than American Protestants have 
to admission in the Catholic university of Rome or 
those of Moscow. Meanwhile the actual facts of 
coeducation in colleges and unversities are worth 
knowing.

A Great Consolidation Scheme. 
From the New York Times. 

Before Jay Gould started on his trip west and 
south be is said to have practically completed an 
arrangement with the persons who coutrol the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system, whereby 
that system was to become a part of what is com- 
monly spoken of as the Gould South western system. 
A pretty well authenticated report was circulated 
yesterday that, as one of the opelisninars conditions 
to Mr. Gould's plan, it was proposed to consolidate 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, the Mem- 
phis and Charleston, and the Norfolk and Western 
railroads. The scheme announced was that 100 
shares of new stock would be issued in exchange 
for 200 shares of the East Tennessee preferred, 
or 300 shares of the East Tennes 
see common, 400 shares of the 
Memphis and Charleston, and one hundred ebares 
of the Norfolk and Western. Income bonds were 
also to be issued in excbange forstock. By this ar- 
rangement the capital stock of the three roads 
would be greatly reduced and the probability of 
greater profits increased by combining the roads 
under one mauagement. This would also give 
Gould a contiruous line from the Mississippi to the 
Atlantic ocean. The Memphis and Charleston road 
fs 292 miles long, and is now operated under a long 
lease by the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, 
The greater part of the stock is owned in this city, 
and these holders are about to begin a suit to 
nullify the lease on ithe ground that itis fraudulent. 
One of the owuers said toa Times reporter yesterday 
that he presumed the road would become a part of 
Gould’s southwest sysiem in time, but he did not 
think anything could be done jiu the matteruntil 
the rights of a mejority of the stockholders had 
been established.

A TALK WITH SENATOR COLQUITT 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


The Matter of the Education of the Colored People of 
the South—Bome Facts About the Magnificent 
Bequest of a Practical Philanthropist— 

What the South will be Likeiy to Get. 


Governor Colquitt has recently returned from 
New York. While there he attended the meeting 
of the trustees of the Slater fund,as he is one of 
the trustees. There was a full attendance of the 
trustees. Dr. Haygood was presentand made his 
report as superintendent of the fund. A son of 
Mr. Slater was present. As is generally known the 
“Slater fund’’ is amillion dollars, donated by a 
generous northerner, Mr. John F, 
Slater, to aid in the education of the 


negroes in the south. The-:money is invested in 
securities which pay about $60,000 a year. Yester- 
day Governor Colquitt was asked what was the re- 
sult of the 1eceut meeting and what general policy 
the trustees would adopt in using the means at 
their disposal. Said he: 

‘‘A great work is before us, and we eannot deter- 
mine at once exeeily what will be the fixed policy 
iu distributing the money. We are compelled to 
proceed tentatively fora while. Still we are going 
ahead at once in order to get on the right line at 
once, 

**How mnch does the board propose to use in edu- 
cating the negroes this year?”’ 

‘Thirty thousard dollars.’’ 

‘*How is this to be distributed ?"’ 

“On that point there were some interesting dis- 
cussions in the board. Dr. Haygood reported that 
there are in the south abou seventy institutions to 
educate colored peopie but that only a few of them 
combine practical industrial instruction with 
theoretical branches of education. Dr. Haygood 
made a ve.y strong address to the board in 
which, after reviewiag the condition and the ten- 
dency of the negroes in matters of educaiion, he 
concluded that the mere imitative acquisition of 
reading, writing and arithmetic would be compar- 
utively worth littl to the negro without 
a practical education to put their education to 
use. The board, after carefully considering 
the question resolved in the first place ‘‘to confine 
its aid tosuch schools as are best fitted to prepare 
young colored men and women to become u-eful to 
their race ;’’ in other words, to institutions in which 
colored teachers are trained. In this way, unques- 
tionably, a much larger number can be benefited by 
this charity than if -it were frittted away upon one 
or more elementary schools of the common erder. 
In the second place the board directed ‘‘that insti- 
tutions which give instructionsin trades and other 


manual occupations be carefully sought out 
ana preferred in appropriatiens from this 
fund, and that, So) far as rac- 


ticable, the scholars receiving aid from this foun- 
dation shall be trained to some manual occupation 
simultaneously with their mental and moral ih- 
struction ’’’ Theeffect will be not only to benefit 
institutions which already cultivate these useful 
features, butalso to induce others to follow their 
example in order to commend themselves to the 
trustees of the Slater fund for a similar appropria- 
tiou. Andin the third place, the board resolved to 
proceed experimentally for some time yet, and to 
spend only a part of the revenues of the fund, ac- 
cumulating the rest for future use when they will 
be still better advised as to how it may be most ad- 
vantageously employed.”’ 

“Where will you find the cplored schools in the 
south that come up to the requirements of the 
board in the present experiment?”’ 

“The school that has done mostin this practical 
line is at Hempton, Virginia. Keeently Clark uni- 
versity, of Atlanta, has done well in this line, and 
Will domore. There are various other cchools that 
have agreed with the boardin thivuking the pract- 
cal training of the negro ought to progress with 
his theoretical education®’ 

From what the governor says itis to be supposed 
that Dr. Haygood made a most favorable impres- 
sion on the boara “by his business-like views and 
his thorough grasp of the situation. He will go to 
work at once to find what schools are entitled to 
aid under the conditions given and when the aid is 
given he will carefully observe the effects of the 
very important experiment aow to be tried. 


A FIRE Y&STRERDAY. 


A Building Near the Juil Destroyed Yesterday and 
Beveral Thousand Dollars Lost. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon adense column 

of smoke wes seen arisingin the eastern portion of 

the city, and in a second the alarm of fire was 


turned in from box 36. The smoke 
was thick and black and heavy, 
and the direction in which it was, together 


with the fact that 26 is located at Fulton county 
jail created a wild excitement on the street, and 
iiuadreds of menand boys guickly moved to that 
part of the city. The impression grew that the jail 
was on fire, and the moving crowd continued to 
swell untii it was ascertained that the flames 
were consuming a residence and a store be- 
yond the jail. On the corner of Fair and Terry 
streets Was a two-story framed house with aa ell, 
and adjoining this was a one story brick store. 
it wasthe property of Messrs. Dennistand James 
Johnson, and there the fire was found. The trame 
building was occupied by Mr. Johnson as a resi- 
dence, while the brick was used as a 
store. In the ell of the building 
the fire originated. It is attributed to a defective 
flue, and ipo a few seconds after the flames were dis 
covered the entire roof was one sheet of fire. Ap- 
ot the building was doomed and a hurried 
removal of household goods and groceries was pe- 
gun. The tire department responded quickly, but 
when they reached the scene of the conflagration 
there was no water nearer than McDonough street. 
This prevented instant work, and when it was as- 
ceriained hie! Aegis relinguished all hopes of say- 
ing anything and the worx of removing the prop- 
erty was pushed more vigorously. Finaily,a line of 
hose was run from McDonough street, but when 
the water was turned on one section broke and the 
work of the firemen was retarded. Quickly a new 
seclion was substituted and then a stream of water 
began emptying itself upon the flames, but by this 
time nearly everything had been removed from the 


residence and the store, and the entire roof 
of the former was one sheet of 
fire. The firemen clung to the hose 
and penetrated the burning building which 


they deluged with wa'er. Theie was an abundance 
of water then, and before the second story of the 
building had been reached by the flames the fire 
was under control,and then a short fight extin- 
guished itentirely, The building was worth prob- 


ably $3,0.0 and the stock of goods about 
$2,000. There was an insurance 
of $3,500 upon the house, and 


the stock. The risk’ wesin the Liverpool and Lon- 
don and Giobe, and Mr. Israel Putnam, the agent 
in this city, isnow ready toadjust. The building, 
though not entirely destroyed, is almost worthless. 
The Messrs. Jonnson are-hard working, deserving 
geiutiemen, and their lossisa severe one. On all 
sides were heard expressions of sympathy yester- 
day. Their furniture was greatly damaged by its 
hurried removal, and the stock of groceries Was 
greatly injured by water. Their loss by theft was 
considerable, and their insurance will give them, 
it is said, about one-half of their damage. 


THE WEED WE LOVE. 


A Talk on the Strike of the Cigarmakers and the Ke« 
daction in Prices. 

The cigarmakers’ strike which prevails over the 
country has not touched Atlanta yet, aad it is 
likely that the even tenor of the business will not 
be disturbed here, There are only fifteen or twenty 
cigarmakersin the city and only one cigar factory, 
so thata strike in that business here would not 
cause much of a stagnation. 

‘What is the matter with the cigar strikers”’ 
asked a CONSTITUTION reporier of a prominent cigar 
man yesterday, 

“They want a little more of the root of all evil,”’ 
was the response. 

‘Will they get the root?’’ continued the scribe. 

‘*Possibly for a while but not as a permanent 
thing. The fact of the busivess is there is not much 
rense in the strike at this particular time. Tobacco 
is scarce and the factories can’t run en full time 
anyway. There will not bea ful! supply of tobacco 
it is thonght before July, The idea of the strikers 
isthat they are entitled to one dollar advance on 
account of the three dollar reduction on cigars. If 
they whip the fight, cigars instead of coming down 
three doijars per thousand will drop only two dol- 
lars and the public will not get the full benefit of 
the reduction of the -tax.’’ 

‘**How much pay docigar makers ayerage?’’ 

‘From fifteen to twenty dollars per weck in At- 

lanta. In some cities they make more, aud in 
others less, 1 suppose.’’ 
There bas been a tumble already in some classes 
of tobaeco goods owing to the redaction of the tax. 
Buli Durham cigarettes led off yesterday by drop- 
ping w five cents a package.
